(FIFRA), as amended, has completed reviewing all the information submitted with your application
to support the reregistration of the referenced product in connection with the Permethrin, Piperonyl
butoxide, and MGK-264 REDs and has concluded that your submission is acceptable.

NOTE: This product is not being reregistered under sections 3(c)5 and 4(g) "of FIFRA at this time.

Please be reminded that 40 CFR Part 156.140(a)(4) requires that a batch code, lot number, or
other code identifying the batch of the pesticide distributed and sold be placed on uon-refiilable
containers. The code may appear either on the label or durably marked on the container itself, and
can be added by non-notification per PRN 98-10.

Please note that the record for this product currently contains the Confidential Statements of
Formulation (CSFs) listed below. Any previously dated CSFs are superseded.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE

It is a violation of Federal law to use this product in a manner inconsistent with its labeling. Wash
hands with soap and water promptly after use. Not for use in outdoor residential misting
systems.
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SHAKE WELL BEFORE USE

HORSES: Thoroughly brush horse's coat prior to application to remove loose dirt and debris. For
dirty horses, and as a preparation for show grooming, clean the coat with a shampoo. Use at a 1 to 4
ratio with water. Put required amount of concentrate into sprayer or mixing container and add
appropriate amount of water (1 pint of concentrate makes 5 pints of spray). Cover entire surface of
animal with spray, but avoid getting product into horse's eyes, or other sensitive areas such as
mouth or nose. Spray horse's coat especially around shoulders, flanks, neck and legs. Brush coat
against grain while spraying to insure adequate penetration of product. Make sure application has
completely dried on hair coot before covering with tack. As a wipe, apply liberally with a clean cloth
or sponge. For initial treatment, apply daily. As infestation subsides and protection builds, reappfy
every 2-3 days as needed. Also, reapply every time animal is washed or exposed to a heavy rain. Do
not use on horses or foals intended for slaughter. Do not apply over cuts, wounds, or irritated skin.
Do not apply near eyes and mouth. Apply sparingly around ears. Do not apply more than one (1) time
per day.

FOR STABLES AND BARNS: Use at a 1 to 19 ratio with water. Put required amount of
concentrate into sprayer or mixing container and add appropriate amount of water (6.4 fluid ounces
of concentrate make on gallon of spray.) To apply as a space spray, use a hand sprayer or mechanical
spray equipment (non-thermal). Set spray nozzles to deliver a fine mist. Direct spray to distribute
evenly throughout the entire area at a rate or one ounce per 1,000 cubic feet of space. Do not use
in milk rooms. Do not contaminate water, food or feed. Animals should be removed from area prior
to treatment. Except when applying to animals, do not apply this product in a way that will contact
adults, children, or pets, either directly or through drift. Do not remain in treated area. Exit area
immediately and remain outside treated area until vapors and mists have dispersed. Except when
applying directly to animals, do not allow adults, children, or pets to enter until sprays have dried.
Do not allow adults, children, or pets to enter the treated area for at least 15 minutes, until vapors
and mists have dispersed, and the treated area has been thoroughly ventilated.

Precautions and Restrictions:

Entry restrictions for spray use:

Do not apply this product in a way that will contact children, either directly or through drift.
Except when applying to horses, ponies, or foals, do not allow adults or pets to enter until
sprays have dried.

Entry restrictions for space spray use:

Do not apply this product in a way that will contact children, either directly or through drift.
Except when applying to horses, ponies or foals, do not allow adults or pets to enter the
treated area until sprays have dried or vapors, mists, and aerosols have dispersed and the
treated area has been thoroughly ventilated.
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Application restrictions:

Do not apply this product in a way that will contact children, either directly or through drift.
Except when applying to horses, ponies or foals, do not apply this product in a way that will
contact adults or pets, either directly or through drift.

Do not remain in treated area. Exit area immediately and remain outside the treated area until
aerosols, vapors and/or mists have dispersed.

Remove or cover exposed food and drinking water before application. Remove or cover dishes,
utensils, food processing equipment, and food preparation surfaces, or wash them before use.

Not for broadcast use on indoor residential surfaces.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal.
